AQ. Are there controls on 
f9ow much my landlord can 
raise my rent? 

A. Yes. New Price Com- 
mission regulations provide 
that a 2 1/2 percent annual 
rent increment may be add- 
ed to the base rent to cover 
the landlord’s operating costs, 
such as labor, electricity, gas, 
fuel, interest, etc. The in- 
crement must not be higher 
than 2 1/2 percent even if 
these costs are greater.

Some $34 million is to be 
spent on an air quality pro- 
gram by Union Camp Corp., 
in Savannah, Ga, 

This three-year project is 
aimed at achieving massive 
reductions of particulates 
and odor-tausing compounds 
in air emissions at its pulp 
and paper complex. 

Alexander Calder, Jr.,

Not only does the employee 
participation in decision mak- 
ing often give the manager 
new and profitable ideas, but 
it also gives the employee a 
feeling that he has helped to 
make the business more pro- 
fitable and that the manager 
looks upon him as a “‘whole 
person; rather than a “pair 
of hands,” 

High employee morale does 
hot mean that the manager | 
must not tell his employees 
what needs to be done, Em- 
ployees can have high morale 
by spending the day in the 
‘*hack room’’ playing cards 
and telling jokes, While high 
employee morale is achieved,

Teen Talks 


“How can I find out if my 
teenager is taking drugs?” 
Physicians find that to be one 
of the most frequently asked 
questions these days and the 
most frequent answer is, “Ask 
them!” 

There is nothing flip about 
the answer, It is good advise 
and usually productive when 
it is followed, 

Physicians find the question 
itself extremely revealing be- 
cause it indicates the wide- 
spread lack of meaningful con- 
versation between parents and 
children, The person who asks 
the question admits inthe very 
asking that they and their chil- 
dren are not close enough in 
their daily and family lives to 
discuss mutual concerns, 

In a home where the rela- 
tionship between parents and 
children is such that there is 
conversation instead of just 
orders and resentment, the 
question need never be asked 
because the answer is known, 

In most instances, the ques- 
tioner is seeking a list of the 
physical and mental signs of 
drug abuse and sucha list does 
not exist. The list would do 
little good if the atmosphere 
was such that findings could 
not be discussed between par- 
ents and children, That is why 


most physicians prefer to pro- 
voke parent-teenage discus- 
Sions by suggesting that the 
parents ask their children 
whether or not they are using 
drugs. 

A number of studies have 
revealed that many teenage 
drug abusers are looking for 
an excuse to discuss drug use 
with their parents, Befc-e 
such a question -- or such a 
discussion -- the parents need 
to do some homework on their 
drug abuse knowledge and at- 
titudes. Otherwise, the ques- 
tion could lead to a fight that 
gains nothing,
